THESURVEYORGENERALSIIIP,
Colonel Mobert B, Beath, the Republican
Candidate,

We published yesierday a sketch of Dr.
David Stanton, who has received the Republican
nomination for Auditor-General. Colone
Robert B, Beath, who was nominated for Sur,
veyor-(General by a vote of 87 to 40 for Samua)
L. Smedley, of this city, was born in this city
January 29, 1880, Te is of Scotch parentage,
He commenced life as an apprentice in the
Bouthwark loundry of Messrs, Merrick & Sons,
and graduated from thal esiablishment ns a
ekliful and competent machinist. On the 20th
of April 1801, he enlisted as a private in Com
pany (. 38d I'epnsylvania Regiment, and afler
three meonths service he wns mustered out as a
sergeant. On the 5th of Beptember, 1841, he
jolned Company D, 88th Regiment Pennsylvania
Volunteers, and was made sergeant, and in that
capacity served until December 18, 1502, when
he was promoted to second lieutenant. At the
second battle of Bull Run he was wounded in
tbe fool. He was promoted to captain in Au-
gust, 1808, and was placed in command of Com-
pany A, Oth Regiment United States Colored
Troops, and he served with thiz regiment and
company throughont the campaign before Pe-
tersburg and on the James river. On the 20th
of Septumber, 1864, he was azaln wounded in
the foot in a charge on the Rebel works at New
Market or Chapin's Farm, and an amputation
of the right leg below the knee was rendered
necessary, Bo 2oon as he was able to leave the
hospital, he was assigned to duty at Camp Wil-
linm Penn, near Philadelphia. In August, 1565,
he returned to his regiment, and was placed in
charge of the counties of Havover and Bruns-
wick, forming the sub-District of Wilmington,
under the Freedmen's Bureau. Tuo this position
he remained uutil September 20, 1865, when he
was mustered out with his regiment, with the
rank of lieutenant-colonel. In 1866 Colonel
Beath was a candidate for Common Counell on
the Republican ticket in the Third ward, and
was defented. General Bingham afterwards
appointed h im sub-postmaster at Station D, at
Becond aed Master streets. This position he
left in July, 1867, 10 Lecome o l:oanlwepur in
one of the largest colllerles of Schuylkill
county.

OBITUARY.

Madame Paunline Viardot-Garcin,

The recent death at Turin of the distingnished
prima donna Madame Pauline Viardot-Garela,
is announced. She was the sister of Malibran,
and daughter of the eminent operatic artlst and
teacker Manuel Garein, and was born in Paris in
1821, When quite a little child she came to this
country with her father, who carefully calti
vated the talents she displayed st an early age.
When seven years old she wasa skilful planist,and
in her sixteenth year she began to obtaln cele-
brity asa voealist, her voice having been trained
by her moiher. In 15830 she made her delin! on
the operatic stage in Rossiol's Olello, and after
singing with success in Vienna, Berlin, and Sg,
Petersburg, she went to London, where she
speedily became a fayorite. Ju the last-named
city or In Paris most of (he subseguent years of
her life were spent. Madame Viardot-Garela
was o very vorsatile sionger, and the
wida range of her voice, which
covered both the soprano and contralto
registers, enabled her to assume a great nuwmber
of very different parts. Bhe was an artist of
the grand school, and her best part was that of
“Fides” In Meyerbeer's Prophefe. In this she
had no rival. Among her other most
brated roles were ““Norma,"” “Donba Auna' in
Don Gilovanuni, and *“*Yaleotine” o The Hue
guenols, Bhe bad o partienlar pariiality
for the operas of Gluck, and was consldered
their best  interpreter upon the modern
For some seasons past Madame Viardot-
Garela resided at Baden Baden, whers she gave
musical eolrees, "'which were attended by the
most distinguished visitors to that watering
place.
